USA Funds, the nation’s leading 
education-loan guarantor and the 
designated guarantor for Mississippi, 
has announced the award of an 
$80,000 grant to develop a website 
that will help Mississippi middle- and 
high-school students and their parents 
prepare for, apply to and pay for 
postsecondary-education programs. 
USA Funds awarded the grant to the 
Mississippi Board of Trustees of State 
Institutions of Higher Learning, which 
is responsible for policy and financial 
oversight of Mississippi's eight public 
universities. 

The website will serve as a com- 
prehensive clearinghouse of infor- 
mation specific to education on both 
a state and national level. Although 
middle and high-school students and 
their parents are the primary target 
audience, the site also will offer infor- 
mation for school counselors, elemen- 
tary-school students, college students 
and adult learners. 

In conjunction with the website, 
the Mississippi Institutions of Higher 
Learning will distribute to eighth- 
grade students in the state binders 
containing information about the col- 
lege-preparatory curriculum, univer- 
sity admissions, planning for a post- 
secondary education and financial 
aid. The binders and the website will 
complement and promote each other. 
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
